LONDON UNIVERSITY COLLEGE) 


Work of Chemist Praised by Prof. Norman Collie, Who 
Says Any One of His Discoveries of Elements 
Would Have Been Enough to Make Person Famous 


(Special to the Monitor) 
LONDON—A portrait of Sir William 
Ramsay painted by Mark Milbanke was 
presented lately to University College, 
a replica being given to Lady Ramsay. 
In unveiling the portrait Prof. Norman 
William 
Ramsay was written large over chem- 
istry, but they were perhaps too near 
his achievements to estimate the value 
of his discoveries, the most important of 
which were made at University College. 
Even as an assistant in Glasgow, how- 
ever, he had made discoveries, and as 
professor at Bristo] he was one of the 
pioneers in what might be called phyési- 
‘cal chemistry. 

He came to University College in 1887, 
and there made a series of discoveries 
which made his name famous. ‘The first 
of them was the discovery, in conjunc- 
tion with Lord Rayleigh, of the new gas 
in the atmosphere called argon. The re- 
sult was that a new element was added 
to their knowledge of the air. After 
that he discovgred helium, which up to 
that time was not known as a terrestrial 
clement, 


Searched for New Elements 


Having made these two discoveries it 
seemed extremely probable that there 
were yet more elements to be discov- 
ered, and Sir William Ramsay searched 
for them with’ the help of Dr. Travers.

He was the finest experimentalist he 
had ever known, They knew him also 
at University College as a man and they 
Knew that he had always been ready to 
give help in any direction.

INSECURITY CALLED FACTOR 
IN DECREASE OF SHIRAZ TRADE 


(Special to fhe Monitor) 
LONDON-—In his report on the trade 
of Shiraz for the year ended March 20, 
1913, Maj. W. F. OlConnor, the British 
consul at Shiraz, says that owing to the 
'lack of any reliable figures to show the 


value of the exports and imports from 
and to the city of Shiraz and the prov- 
ince of Fars, it is impossible to compile 
an accurate trade report. 

He‘ states, however, that during the 
period under review the export trade 
remained fairly good, while the import 
business was seriously hampered by the 
unsatisfactory state of the province 
which led to large accumulations of un- 
salable stocks,

In a lantern Jecture on London 
churches and other buildings, Dr. Philip 
Norman pointed out that London, like 
Exeter, York, Norwich and other ancient 
commercial cities, had a great number 
of small parishes, many of them being 
of Saxon date, Fitzstephen, in the time 
of Henry II, enumerated 136 parish 
churches and 13 conventual establish- 
ments. 

The majority of the churches were re- 
built in the fifteenth century, but the 
Great Fire destroyed 86 of them, and 
only a portion of that number were 
erected again. It was fortunate that the 
genius of Wren came to the front. Till 
then he was little more than an ama- 
teur, but he was also a great genius, 
and his wonderful work in rebuilding 50 
churches and St. Paul's cathedral showed 
that he had put his opportunity to the 
best advantage. 

Dr. Norman then gave a detailed de- 
scription of the various churches, and 
concluded his lantern views with one of 
Boswell’s house in Great Queen street. 
He was opposed, he said, to the proposal 
to pull down the building for the exten- 
sion of the Freemasons hall. The house 
dated as far back as 1637; it had been 
inhabited by General Fairfax and other 
historic personages; and he hoped that 
the Freemasons would reconsider their 
determination and spare that beautiful 
old place.

| “No useful public purpose would be 
served by a detailed analysis of the 
pearly 1500 pages of evidence. 

“Two points require brief comment: 
“First—The voucher system of the New 
Haven railroad is entirely inadequate 
and inaccurate. It should be so reformed 
that the voucher wil] show with sub- 
stantial accuracy the nature of the ser- 
vices rendered and also show what offi- 
cial is really responsible for the expendi- 
ture authorized. 

“Second—The New Haven railroad ex- 
pended some $7800 of its own money for 
distributing copies of a _ publication 
issued on Dec. 19, 1912, containing an 
utterly false and misleading statement 
to the effect that the validation commis- 
sion of 1910 had found the value of the 
New Haven railroad’s assets to be $101,- 
000,000 more than its liabilities.

“To publish or to authorize the ex- 
penditure of funds of a public service 
corporation for publishing statements, 
known to be false and misleading, con- 
cerning official findings as to public serv- 
ice corporations should be made a crimi- 
nal misdemeanor.”

Legislative Committee Presents

PROVISIONS OF BILL 


Favorable report was made to the 
House today by the iegislative commit.

Constitutionalist Chief Outlines 
International Policy, Which 
Recognizes Monroe Doctrine 
Under Certain Conditions 


FRIENDLINESS THE KEY 


EL PASO, Tex.--A communication 
from General Carranza, dealing with 
the rebel international policy, was made 
public Monday by Dr. Henry Allen Tup- 


|per of the International Peace Forum. 


The letter says: 

“I possess a deep admiration for the 
American people and hold in great per- 
sonal esteem President Woodrow Wilson 
and William Jennings Bryan, the secre- 
tary of state of the United States of 
America. I know they are men of the 
highest mentality as well as moral and 
political aims, and for that reason I 
think that their friendship toward 
Mexico and the sympathy evinced for the 
principles of the Mexican Constitutional- 
ists are not only sincere, but entirely dis- 
interested and are the result of the ex- 
isting harmony between the aims of the 
cause Which I have the honor to repre- 
sent and the ideals of American democ- 
racy. 


Prompt ae Pledged 


“In pursuance of this attitude, all 
representations and matters called to cur 
attention by the United States in an un- 
official way have in the past received 
vur prompt attention, and I assure you 
that hereafter the same attention wil! be 
given to all representations and matters 
presented to us through the United 
States in behalf of other nations in con- 
formity with international diplomatic 
usage and custom, notwithstanding the 
fact that we have always deemed it 
preferable to avoid responsibility being 
thrust upon the United States by other 
powers as a result of its attitude toward 
the political condition now existing in 
the Republic of Mexico. 

“In accordance with the views above 
expressed, I have repeatedly stated and 
now reiterate that I am at all times dis- 
posed to give attention, for instance, to 


‘attention through the offices of American 
representatives, provided, of course, that 
we are notified that such mediation is at 
the request of such power. 


Recognizes Doctrine 


“I can conceive no better evidence of 
cordiality and friendship which we bear 
towards the United States than our will- 
ingness to receive unofficial representa- 
tions and claims made by the United 
States government in regard to all mat- 
ters concerning its citizens within the 
republic of Mexico. In this regard, I 
must, however, call your attention to 
the fact that we could not without sac- 
rificing our hard fought prestige, con- 
sider representations made through the 
good oflices of the United States in be- 
half of foreigners, unless we be pre- 
Viously informed that such mediation had 
been requested of the United States by 
the interested nation.” 


. AMERICAN AID FOR 
SPANIARDS SENT 
OUT OF TORREON 


A despatch from Juarez, Mex., says 
that George C. Carothers, special rep- 
resentative of the state department, who 


has been through the Torreon engage- 


ment with General Villa, returned to 
Juarez Monday night to,assist in nego- 
tiations looking to the welfare of the 
600 Spaniards ordered out of Torreon by 
the rebels. 

“The evacuation,” said Mr. Carothers, 
“was accomplished in an orderly man- 
ner, with soldiers and Huertaista ref- 
ugees loaded on trains, some of which 
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Was intact for 27 kilometers. 

“Villa has 8000 men pursuing them, 
and, while they are supposed to be mak- 
ing for Saltillo, their exact whereabouts 
were not known when I left Torreon. 

From Mexico City comes a despatch 
saving that the Mexican foreign minis- 
ter, Sr. Portillo y Rojas, informed the

Californian Introduces New 


Line of Argument in Upper 


Branch Against Repeal of Exemption Clause in Pan- 


ama Canal Act—Specifically Forbidden, He Says 


WASHINGTON — “Congress has no 
right or power under the constitution to 
impose tolls for passing through the 
Panama canal on our own ships doing a 
coastwise business.” With this state- 
ment made in the Senate today by Sena- 
tor John D. Works of California a new 
line of argument was introduced into the 
debate. The clause of the constitution 
on which the senator bases his conten- 
tion is: ‘“‘No preference shall be given 
by any regulation of commerce or rev- 
enue to the ports of one state over those 
of another; nor shall vessels bound to, 
or from, one state, be obliged to enter, 
clear, or pay duties in another.” 

“As the law is and was when the 
Panama canal act was passed,’ said 
Senator Works, “goods could be carried 
from Pittsburgh to New Orleans, over 
government owned waterways that had 
cost us nearly $200,000,000 free of tolls. 

“A ship from Seattle to San Diego 
could navigate and unload her cargo in 
harbors of three different states that 
have cost the government millions of 
dollars, without the payment of tolls; 
but if a coastwise ship going from New 
York to some port along the Pacific 
coast should be charged with tolls for 
passing through the Panama canal, these 
western ports would be charged up with 
the additional tax of the toll for passing 
through the canal. 


Calls It a Violation 


“This would undoubtedly be giving a 


preference to ports of the different states | 


that could be reached through govern- 


canal. over those that could be served 


only by the use of this one canal, and 


would be in violation of the 
terms of the constitution.” 
Senator Works took the ground that 
this is a quesciion involving the integ- 
rity and honor of the nation; that polli- 
tics and party platforms have no place 
in the discussion; that the sovereignty 
of the United States and its control over 
the Panama canal is the real and only 
issue involved; that there is nothing in 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, or the Hay- 
Pauncefote’ treaty, that can by any 


kind of construction prevent the United | 
States from exempting its own ships, 


engaged in the coastwise trade from the! 
payment of talls through the canal. 


As a basis for his argument he pre- , 


sented an analysis of the two treaties— 
between Great Britain and this country, ; 
and the claims of Great Britain there- 
under. 


Appeal Unwarranted 

“The Clayton-Bulwer treaty

The general principle of neutrality, 
ferred to in the Hay-Pauncefote treaty 
by reference to the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty, does not bring into the treaty 
any of the provisions of the prior treaty 
by reference, The statement contained 
in the preamble to the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty, that “to remove any objection 
which might arise out of the convention 
of the 19th April 1850, commonly called 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, to the con- 
struction of such canal under the aus- 
pices of the government of the United 
States, without impairing the ‘general 
principle’ of neutralization established 
in article VIII of that convention,” does 
not in any sense make the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty a part of the Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty, but only declares an inten- 
tion to provide for those general princi- 
ples in the Hay-Pauncefote treaty. The 
former treaty is in express terms super- 
seded by the later one and the general 
principle referred to in the preamble 
is set out in the new treaty just as the 
parties understood those principles at 
the time. 


One Treaty Enough 


“So our rights under the treaty obliga- 


re- 


tions between the two nations must be 
controlled wholly and entirely by the 


Hay-Pauncefote treaty and nothing else. 
The ‘general principles’ meant to be in- 
cluded in the treaty are set forth speci- 
fically in article II]. thereof and consti- 
tute the rulés and regulations by which 
the canal shall be operated by the 
United States, including that of neutral- 
itv. It will be found by reference to the 
treaty of 1828 between Great Britain, 
Turkey and Egypt, the same rules are 
embodied so far as they are practicable, 
in the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, and there- 
fore there is*no reason or occasion for 
referring to that treaty as strengthen- 
img the case of Great Britain, The claim 
of England that the general principle of 
neutrality, mentioned in the preamble of 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, extends to 
fair and equal treatment in the matter 
of rates for passage through the canal, 
has no foundation in fact or law. No 
such claim was ever made for it in all 
the negotiations that took place between 
the two countries in making the treaty, 
or unti] Great Britain raised her objec- 
tion to the exemption of our coastwise 
ships from tolls.” 


Terms Are Plain 


Then for the first time it was claimed 
that the term neutrality included more 
than it usually expresses. But if this 
were not so the Hay-Pauncefote treaty 
expressly provides what shall be the 
general principle of neutrality by which 


the control of the canal may be governed 


express — 


and we need not, and cannot, look 
further. 

“The granting of the exemption of our 
ships from the payment of tolls is a 
purely domestic matter. The canal is 
owned by the United States and situ- 


ated entirely within its territory. In 


and subject to the same generai rules and 
regulations and should be governed by 
the same customs that apply to the use 
of other canals and waterways owned 
and maintained by the government. 

“There could be no_ discrimination 
against Great Britain or any other for- 
eign nation, in the matter of tolls for 
ecoastwise ships because no foreign na- 
tion can enter into that trade. Great 
Britain has never maintained that under 
the treaty we had not a perfect right 
to relieve our coastwise business from 
the payment of tolls. 


Claim Modified 


The farthest she has gone is to main- 
tain that the ships doing a coastwise 
business may at the same time carry 
other freight, and that if this were done 
it would be in violation of the equality 
of nations provided for*in the treaty. 
But if this should be done it is not the 
fault of the statute but would be a 
violation of it and it would be time 
enough for Great Britain to complain 
if it were discovered that ships that were 
exempt were in fact doing other than a 
coastwise trade.

NEW PHASE OF

IS OPENED UP 


McCoy Measure Would Apply 
Sherman Act to American Op- 
erations of Trade Combinations 
in Other Countries 


NEED IS POINTED OUT 


| WASHINGTON—The bill of Represent- 
ative Walter I. McCoy of New Jersey, to 
apply the Sherman act to the American 
operations of combinations in other coun- 
tries, has opened up a new phase of trust 
inquiry. The subject is filled with inter- 
esting view points, and has to do, in- 
directly, with the tariff. Why, it is 
asked, has there been no lowering of 
the cost of European goods imported into 
the United States? The rates of duty 
have been lowered, but the goods them- 
selves, instead of following that reduc- 
tion, have, in some instances, been in- 
creased in price. The McCoy bili would 
get at this situation it is claimed, and 
‘if possible correct it. 

The bill has not yet been closely 
scrutinized by administration leaders, 
but their attention is being called to it, 
and before a great while they will be 
asked to give it careful consideration. If 
the lowering of customs duties’ is to 
fail to bring about lower prices, many 
party leaders will want to know the 
reason why. 


Advance in Cost Told 


According to the man who proposed 
‘the bill to Mr. McCoy, Horace Stern, 
a Philadelphia attorney, there is a power 
operating against American consumers, to 
prevent them from realizing the benefits 
of the new tariff act. That power, ac- 
‘cording to Mr. Stern, who has laid his 
(information before the House committee 
having jurisdiction over the McCoy bill, 
‘is a combination of commercial interests 
lin other countries which send to the 
‘United States certain lines of goods with 
‘which there is no American competition. 
|When, as has happened under the new 
tariff act, the duty on these goods is 
lowered, the combination merely _ in- 
creases its profits, the American govern- 
ment losing revenue and the American 
the 


consumer getting no return from 
tariff reduction. ; 

Mr. Stern is counsel for some of the 
eastern textile manufacturers of this 
country, and their experience since the 
inew tariff act became effective is a case 
in point. These manufacturers must ob- 
| tain their silk yarns in Europe. In the 
‘old tariff act the duty of these yarns 
was 38 per cent, but in the present act 
it is 35. The cost of these yarns to 
American manufacturers, however, since 
the new law went into operation, has 
been advanced 25 per cent. The yarns are 
spun in France and in Germany. 


International Combination 


_“Even allowing for some increase be- 
cause of natural conditions and trade 
demand,” says Mr. Stern, “we are met 
by the fact that chis article costs more 
merely because the exporters of other 
countries ‘ave been strong enough 
‘through combination, to have it so. This 
‘combination is international. It is made 
up of spinners of Germany, France, Italy 
and England, who control the world mar- 
ket, under existing conditions. No mat- 
ter how low we may make our customs 
duties, if this combination is to remain 
unchecked, the consumers will 
no benefit.”

_ I have noticed, writes Mrs, Rorer, 
the cooking expert, in.Good House- 
keeping, that many women do not 
measure accurately.~ In making 
gravy, for instance, they lift the 
roast from the pan, ‘throw in a 
little flour, perhaps with the hand, 
mix it with the fat, then pour in 
any amount of water. Sometimes 
the gravy will be so thick that it 
is pasty; then they must add more 
water, and by the time they have 
it thick enough, the fat will have 
separated from the flour, and their 
gravy be an unsightly, greasy, un- 
wholesome mass.

STRIP POLISHER 
FOR THE SHOES 


Tt is not always convenient to carry 
a box of polish in one’s traveling bag, 
but a “strip polisher,” which can neither 
upset nor smudge the contents of one’s 
bag, answers the purpose quite as well | 


for a short journey. In fact, it is not, 
unwise to have it tucked in the corner 
of wone’s bedroom shoebox at home, says 
a Washington’ Herald writer. 

To make the polisher, take a strip of 
‘velvet or plush about four inches wide | 
‘and 18 inches long and attach to the; 
‘ends two little sticks, round or square, | 
‘about a half inch thick. The sticks | 
should be ‘given a coat of glue and then| | 
rolled into each end sufficiently to cover | 
ithe wood with the material. This is to, 
keep the stitks from slipping out of the. 
open ends. Then sew the sticks in tight- | 
ly as well, so as to keep them from being 
pulled out when the polisher is being 
used. 

Have the shoes polished before leaving 
home, and for several days one can bring 
them to a bright polish by simply rub- 
bing the polisher back and forth over 
ithem.

MISS PEABODY’S PICTURES 

Miss Marian L. Peabody is exhibiting 
her oil and pastel portraite and water 
eolors this week and next at the Cop- 
ley gallery, 103 Newbury street. The 
portrait of Bishop Lawrence is a work 
impressive in its simpleity and complete 
sense of character. Skilfully the white 
folds of the robes are toned with gray, 


the light heightening toward the throat, 


thus throwing the climax strongly on the 
heal. The lines of the face are ren- 
dered admirably, showing sympathetic, 
deep analysis of the subject. 

The pastel portraits are piquant and 
delicate, fortunate always in the use of 
simple accessories, and harmonious use 
of colors. The portrait of a blue eyed 
boy is strong and simple portraiture, in- 
teresting to contrast with the quietness 
of the effects in the head numbered two. 

The water colors show a lively, aristo- 
cratic feeling for color. “Hall of Arts, 
Bar Harbor” (13), shows a figure in 
blue draperies posturing on the sun- 
flecked greensward, and with the mel- 
low tones of the granite building in the 
background. The view is framed with 
tall tree trunks, and there is a roofing 
of vari-colored foliage. 

“Pergola at Bar Harbor” (a5) has 
soft purple for a dominant tone, which 
is carried out throughout the composi- 
tion with pleasing effect.

BASES AT CAIMITO 
FOR RADIO TOWERS 
WELL UNDER WAY 


F ootings for Steel Spirals of 
Darien Station Are Now 55 
Per Cent Complete 


BALBOA, C. Z.—Preparation of the 
footings for the 600-foot steel towers of 
the proposed Darien radio station at 
Caimito is approximately 55 per cent 
completed. On account of the irregular 
topography at the site, locating the 
footings has been a matter of consider- 
able difficulty, and several surveys and 
readjustments were made before the 
present situations were recommended. 

Each of the towers will be built in the 
form of a steep triangular pyramid, with 
its base in the form of an equilateral 
triangle, 150 feet on the side. At each 
corner of the triangle will be a footing 
of concrete. The depth of excavation for 
the footings has varied from 12 to 28 
feet below the surface of the ground, the 
greater depths being necessitated by the 
irregular surface elevations. The con- 
crete bases will be rectangular in plan, 
16x20 feet, and 10 feet deep.

URUGUAYAN PLANS 
AEROPLANE FLIGHT 
ACROSS ATLANTIC 


Engineer Visits Spain to Secure 
Indorsement of His Plan to 
Negotiate Long Air Trip 


MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay—D. Enrique 
Sanchis, the well-known civil engineer, 
has just returned from Madrid, where 
he consulted with officers of the “Union 
Iberoamericana de Madrid” regarding his 
project to cross the Atlantic in an air- 
ship. 

According to Sr. Sanchis he met with 
hearty cooperation on the subject of 
Spanish aviators being first to navigate 
the air where that country led the way 
to the discovery of America itself. Three 
routes were discussed. Cadiz would in 
each instance be the starting point. The 
shortest route would be from that city 
to Cuba, occupying two days; the next 
shortest would be between Cadiz and 
Cuba, which would take three days, and 
the third route, between Cadiz and Mon- 
tevideo, would be covered in five days, 
according to Sr. Sanchis. 

Much interest is manifested here in 
the plan. The opinion obtains that it 
would be as easy to travel the distance 
across the ocean in the southern latitude, 
as in the northern, and shat in some re- 
spects the aviator would have less to 
contend with on account of the warmer 
climate. 

Sr. Sanchis has not yet revealed the 
exact type of machine that -he would 
use, but it is expected as soon as the plan 
is thoroughly understood in this city he 
will get the cooperation of Uruguayan 
airmen. He says in Spain both military 
and civil aviators accepted his proposi- 
tion enthusiastically.

Mexico has just been opened here. The 


$350,000 and the furnishing and equip- 
ment amounted to $160,000.

The hotel contains 100 rooms and 70 
bathrooms.

All the 
guest rooms front on the streets, the 
interior rooms of the building being de- 
voted to the offices of the hotel company, 
The hotel contains spacious lobby, a 
very large dining room, with a palm 
garden and roof garden. It is said to 
have the most modern kitchen of any 
hotel in the republic, being equipped in 
the same manner 4s the kitchens of the 
great New York hotels.

Looking at the signs over the busi- 
ness establishments, both in this port 
and in Santiago, the stranger is soon 
convinced of the preponderating number | 
of German names.: Spanish business 
names are the exception. The German 
colony here numbers about 6000, and 
there’ is an equal number of persons of 
German parentage at Santiago. But it 
is not only in the two large cities that 
the Teutonic element has become influ- 
ential in the oversea commerce of the 
country. In the smaller inland towns 
there are many Germans in business, 
and the German traveling man is now‘ 


after this trade agd will go far out of 
his beaten track to sell his ware. 

The curious fact js that with so many 
Germans in business in Chile, and also 
in Peru, most of the European trade is 
with England and France. Business 
with the United States is also on the 
increase. Manufacturers in ~Germany 
have long wondered why this condition 
exists. Here in Chile half of *the ex- 
ports go to England and two fifths of 
the imports come from there. ‘Germany 
participates only to the extent of one| 
quarter of the exports and one fifth 
of the imports. 

One reason assigned for the large 
trade with England is that English cap- 
ital has been invested so largely in 
Chile. Germany is not over keen in tak- 
ing its money abroad. But the visit of 
Prince Henry is expected to wake up 
the German financiers. and convince 


them that if they desire to promote the | ~ 


interests of their country here, through 
exports and imports, they must send 
more money to the west coast.

BRAZIL TRYING NEW DEVICE 
TO HELP RUBBER INDUSTRY 


S . 


Will Solve Difficult 


PARA, Brazil—The difficulty expe- 
rienced in restoring the rubber industry 
to its former. paying basis has turned the 
attention of planters and exporters to 


an examination of more modern meth- 
ods for gathering the country’s chief 
export product. Invention appears to 
have passed the industry by, for until 
very recently the only manner in which 
the latex could be gathered wag by tap- 
ping the trees according to Indian usage. 
But some months ago Peruvian planters 
watched with interest the experiments 
conducted by George von Hassel, a civil 
engineer, who conceived the idea of em- 
ploying electricity in the rubber forest. 
This method is now tried in other places, 
although somewhat experimentally. 

According to Von Hassel’s plan elec- 
trical extraction of. rubber from the 
tree can be accomplished by one man 
where 40 men are necessary now. The 
usual way is for an Indian with a 
machete to gouge the tree, and place 
under the cut a cup into which the 
latex trickles. The worker has to go 
from tree to tree, emptying the latex 
into 2 gourd, again emptying this into a 
larger receptacle. Then comes the smok- 
ing process with the latex-covered pad- 
die held over the palm-nut smoke until 
the rubber coagulates. 

For this tedious, individual effort it is 
proposed to substitute the electrical 
method. The Von Hassel invention is 
as follows: A piece of sheet iron, about 
five feet long, five inches wide, with the 
two sides folded back against the tree to 
the thickness of about two inches, consti- 
tutes a hollow channel of sheet iran. This 
hollow channel is divided into a series of 
15 to 30 sections. The number of sec- 


Hitherto Unknown Method for Extracting Latex Brought 
From Peru, Where Experiments. Are Conducted— 
Problem if Proved Practicable 


ttions depends upon the number of days 
the apparatus is to be worked. kach 
section has a mechaniam for the extrac. 
tion of the latex from the rubber tree. 
and a receptacle for the flow, which 
receptacle contains a preparation 
the coagulation of the latex. 

The number of channels of sheet iron 
‘to be placed on a tree varies with the 
thickmess of the tree. The mechanism 
and receptacles, together with the chan- 
nels, are fastened to the tree about a 
hand-span apart. The apparatus is con- 
nected by an insulated wire with a cen- 
tral station equipped with electric power. 
The machine devised by the inventor 
makes it possible to distribute the elec- 
trie current so that it will set the first 
section in action. The latex flows out 
and runs into the receptacle below. In 
this receptacle is the chemical prepara- 
tion that produces coagulation. 

A day or so later the current is turned 
on again affecting the second section, 
which in turn pricks the tree, bringing 
forth the latex, and in this way the 
work is repeated until all the sections 
have been electrically touched. The cur- 
rent that does the work on one tree can 
do the work on as many as 5000 trees, it 
is claimed, by merely equipping trees 
with tapping devices, and connecting 
them with the insulated wire. 

¥t is claimed further for the invention 
that rubber trees in swampy lands, not 
ordinarily accessible to the tapper, may 
‘now be reached and that the trees can 
be tapped in the early morning hour be- 
fore the sun is up, when the latex flows 
more freely. It is also claimed that the 
trees receive slighter injuries from the 
tapping by electricity because the

MONROE DOCTRINE 
GAINS PRAISE OF 
URUGUAY AUTHOR 


Sr. Capella y Pons Says It 
Should Signify Hope of All 
Americans for Liberty 


MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay—As _ there 
has arisen an element which charges the 
Monroe doctrine with what it does not 
contain, thiuse who feel that an injustice 
is done the United States in that respect 
again call attention to the work by Sr. 
F. Capella y Pons, legation secretary of 
the Uruguayan mission, at Berlin, in 
which this international authority gives 
his opinion of what the Monroe doc- 
trine is. 


At the time of its appearance last year, 
Sr. Capella’s “Monroisme?” attracted 
considerable attention throughout South 
America. The book is written in French 
for the purpose of facilitating its circula- 
tion in other than Spanish-speaking coun- 
tries. It is regarded an able exposition 
of the principles enunciated by President 
Monroe, and the doctrine receives the ap- 
probation and indorsement of the author. 
Sr. Capella’s criticism of the doctrine is 
confined to any accretions that may tend 
to involve a claim upon the part of the 
United States to a special right of pro- 
tection over the other American re- 
publics, ay 

Monroeism, says Sr. Capella, should 
connote the common aspirations of all 
American peoples toward independence, 
liberty and fraternity. It is'a moral tie 
joining them in economic and intellectual 
‘comradeship. It is not and should not 
be construed as animosity toward the 
European countries from which the Am- 
erican peoples derive their origin. It

Minister White budget 
speech made before the Canadian House 
of Commons. The change affects all 
three tariff classifications, the “preferen- 
tial,” which is charged on imports from 
Great Britain, and most of the British 
colonies; the “intermediate” applied in 
case of treaty countries, such as France, 
Belgium and Austria, and the “general” 
under which import duties against the 
United States and Germany are levied. 
The lowest rate is charged on the prefer- 
ential and the highest on the general 
tariffs. 


Wire Rods Off Free List 


Under the new schedule announced 
wire rods, which have heretofore been 
imported free, are made subject to a 
duty of $2.25 per ton, British preferen- 
tial,” and $3.50 per ton in the _ inter- 
mediate and’ general schedules. The 
duty on wire, which is included in this 
schedule, will be refunded in case it 
is used for fencing purposes. Up to 
the present, structural steel weighing 
over 35 pounds per yard has paid $2 on 
the preferential, $2.75 on the interme- 
diate, and*$3 on the general schedules 
per ton. The increase provides that up 
to 120 pounds per yard structural steel 
shall pay $4.25 preferential, $6 inter- 
mediate and $7 general whenever the 
government is satisfied that steel of this 
character can’ be made satisfactorily in 
Canada. 

Tubing of iron or steel up to four 
inches in diameter, on which in the past 
20 per cent, has been paid under British 
preferential, 30 per cent in the inter- 
mediate and 35 per cent in the general 
schedules, will continue to be imported 
under this tariff, as will also all tubing 
up to 10 inches in diameter on which 
substantial reductions were formerly 
made. 


Steel Export Rebate 

Under the new arrangement a repay-

MAKE BIG GAIN 


Remarkable Increase in Manufac- 


tures of Iron-and Steel Within 
Last Ten Years—To Nearly 
All Parts of World 


GERMANY’S POSITION 


W ASHINGTCN—Experts of iron and 
steel manufactures from the United 
States have increased more rapidly the 
past decade than those of Germany or 
the United Kingdom, while in production 
measured by output of pig iron~ and 


steel, our country has greatly increased 
its leadership. In 1903 our production 
of pig iron was a little less than, while 
in 1912 it actually exceeded, by over 
3,000,000 tons, the combined output in 
United Kingdom and Germany. Our iron 
production increased from 18,000,000 tons 
in 1903 to 30,000,000 in 1912, and that 
of Germany from 10,000,000 to 17,500,- 
000, while the United Kingdom remained 
practically stationary at about 9,000,000. 

In 1903 the United Kingdom was first, 
Germany second, the United States third, 
in exportation. The same positions were 
maintained in 1908; but during the past 
few years Germany has wrested first 
place, and the United States has also 
gained materially. Exports of iron and 
steel (including agricultural implements 
but excluding electrical machinery and 
apparatus and ships sold abroad) in- 
creased, for United Kingdom, from $265,- 
000,000 in 1903 to $467,000,000 in 1913, 
of 76 per cent for Germany, from 
$202,000,000 to $484,000,000, or 140 per 
eent, and for the United States, from 
$117 ,000,000 to $330,000,000, or 182 per 
cent. 


About 85 per cent of our domestic 


| preduction is consumed in the United 


States, leaving less than 15 per cent 
available for export. In 1910 the value 
of iron and steel manufactures was $1,- 
377,000,000, while net exports were 
$155,000,000, making home consumption 
$1,250,000,000. Nevertheless, our iron 
and steel factories contribute about 
$1,000,000 worth to foreign markets 
each business day, total exports during 
seven months ending with January hav- 
ing been $173,000,000, or nearly three 
times as much as a decade earlier. 

In nearly all parts of the civilized 
world American manufactures of iron 
and steel are being sold in increasing 
volume, Last year’s exports included 
not only lower forms of manufacture but 
many articles of a highly finished 
character. In addition to 612,000,000

TRAFFIC IMPROVEMENT IS 
REPORTED BY WESTERN ROADS 


Larger Grain Movement, Also Heavier Tonnage of Gen- 


eral Merchandise and 


Miscellaneous Freight—Sup- 


ply of Rolling Stock Considéred Adequate 


CHICAGO—Western railroads contin- 
ued to show improvement in traffic last 
week, the volume being considerably 
heavier than during preceding weeks and 
The move- 
ment of grain in the Northwest was re- 
sponsible for a considerable part of the 


} improvement in that section of the coun- 


try, although \there was a noticeable 
betterment in the movement of mer- 
chandise and miscellaneous freight which 
was probably due to the resumption of 
buying on the part of interior buyers. 
| The latter are pursuing the plan of visit- 
ing distributing points at frequent inter- 
valg in order to meet the current re- 
quirements of customers. 

Buying of-merchandise for; future de- 
livery, nevertheless, has been on a more 
liberal scale, and in spite of the apparent 
slowness of trade generally, best authori- 
ties say the outlook is fairly bright. 

The movement of coal up to the pres- 
ent time has been about normal, but it 
is expected that there will be a sharp 
| falling‘off in this commodity within a 
short time, owing to the fact that many 
mines have closed down and a large part 
of the work suspended. 

Shipments of agricultural machinery 
into the Northwest were reported to be 
of fair volume, although it is known 
that buying has not been as extensive as 
in former years, and that the production 
of these products has been curtailed con- 
siderably during the last few months. 


There was practically no change in the | 


western money market during the past 
week and rates for commercial paper 
averaged around 4 and 41% per cent on 
maturities ranging not longer than from 
four to six months, although quite re- 
cently exceptionally choice paper was 
placed at 31% per cent. 

The caution which is being. reflected 
throughout the entire business situation 
is shown clearly in the commercial paper 
market. Little financing of this sort 
is now being done and borrowers of 
money appear to have satisfied their 
requirements covering the immediate 
future at least. There is an insistence 
on the part of the bankers that they are 
fully justified in maintaining a large 
surplus in an effort to be prepared for 
the federal reserve bank whenever funds 
are required for deposit. This factor 
and also that of the uncertainty in con- 
nection with the much mooted advance 
in freight rates are the principal things 
causing the extreme conservatism now 
being noticed in genera] business. 


The.crop situation, as far as it can be 


learned at this early date. indicates an- 
other large crop of both winter and 
spring wheat, together with other small 
grains. This outlook has been respon- 
sible more or less fof a more favorable 
aspect to wholesale dry goods and gen- 
eral merchandise situation. Traveling 
salesmen are sending in good orders for 
dry goods, clothing and kindred com- 
modities, and jobhers and wholesalers 
report the situation as being satisfac- 
tory inasmuch as thev are doing as large 
a business as at the same time last vear, 
although under different conditions. Col. 
lections were reported fairly good. 

The western iron and steel trade dis- 
played decidedly weaker tendencies, and 
there was not the spirit in any depart- 
ment which characterized the trade a 
month or six weeks ago. The expected 
buying on the part of the railroads, the 
slackening of the demand for structural 
and fabricated material and hesitancy 
in the building trade generally has given 
the market a rather sharp sethack and 
price reductions are again being heard of. 
Some of the best authorities are of the 
opinion that there will be little change 
in the trade until the railroad rate situ- 
ation is settled one way or another. 

The car situation on most of the rail- 
roads indicates that the supply of rolling 
stock is sufficient to meet all of the im- 
mediate requirements of the railroads 
and this is being shown in the lighter 
business of car-building concerns. 

Railroads operating eastward from 
Chicago and St. Louis in the past week 
held_their own as compared with recent 
weeks and were only slightly under the 
volume of freight handled at this time a 
year ago. It was pointed out by close 
observers that within the last few days 
the tonnage of the eastern roads has 
gradually been getting back to a normal 
basis. 

This was also true of the westbound 
tonnage. Business activity in the terri- 
tory traversed by these roads is being 
affected by the labor situation ih the 
coal mining districts which has~ brought 
about the suspension of mine operations 
and the throwing out of employment of 
hundreds of thousands of men. 

The situation is also aggravated by 
the slowness in the iron and steel in- 
dustry. The best authorities on trade 
subjects are of the opinion that there 
will be no-immediate change in the gen- 
eral trend of busness. 

Officials of southern roads reported a 
normal tonnage for this season of the 


year in both directions.

It is not expected that the railroads 
will take any legal steps to enforce the 
carrying out of its contracts with the 
United States Express Company. In 
fact, it is not at all improbable that they 
will be glad to arrange new contracts 
with other companies as some of the 
United States Express contracts are not 
very profitable ones for the roads and 
it is likely that they will be able to 
secure more advantageous terms else- 
where. The Baltimore & Ohio contract, 
for instance, is on a 40 per cent basis 
and as this contract is considered a de- 
sirable one, the road should be able to 
make better terms with some other con- 
cern than it now has with United States 
Express.

AMERICAN REVOLUTION RECORDS 


| 

IERE has never been a complete 

publication of the documents of the 
American revolutionary war. These ree- 
ords are said by the Philadelphia Record 
to be still very largely in manuscript 
and scattered through the state, war and 
navy departments at Washington, the 
Congressional library, the archives of the 


torical societies. 

Force’s “American Archives” end in the 
early daya of the revolution. The orderly 
books of Genéral Washington have never 
been printed in full, They have only 
been printed for isolated periods of a few 
weeks or a few months or a year or two. 
There is a vast amount of correspond- 
ence of great historical value which is in 
manuscript and scattered. Most of the 
papers of General Knox and Baron von 
Steuben are in manuscript. The daily 
reports of Lieutenant-Colonel Fleury to 
Washington from Ft. Mifflin during the 
bombardment, one of the most stirring 
episodes in any war, are accessible only 
in some fragments or extracts published 
as footnotes: in the works of Washing- 
ton and in the biography of William

Meantime, in 1599, Burbage’s son Cuthbert had built on 
Bankside the famous Globe, whilst another son, Richard, had made 
his reputation as the first great English actor. Seven years after 


the Blackfriars was opened, fourteen before the Globe was 


built, Shakespeare had come to town, and the remarkable partner- 
ship which linked his name with those of the Burbages and the two 
renowned theaters in Blackfriars and on Bankside had begun, 
though Dr. Johnson's terrific guess that he began his London career 
by organizing a service of horse boys for’ James Burbage, who com- 
bined theatrical management with that of a livery stable in Smithfield, 
sounds alarmingly apocryphal. : 
That the intimacy between Burbage and Shakespeare must have 


been close there can be little doubt. The two actors must almost. 


certainly constantly have appeared together, and when later that 
marvelous series of plays, commencing with ‘“Love’s Labor Lost’’ 
tegan to appear it was to Burbage that the great tragic parts fell. 
He was the first man to play Hamlet and Macbeth, Lear and Othello, 
Brutus and Coriolanus, Shylock and Romeo, Prince Hal, Henry V., 
and Richard III. He played, apparently, the whole gamut, 
“from ancient Leare to youthful Pericles,” but his great part 
was “‘the grieved Moor.” In “‘Hamlet’’ he must surely have appeared 
with Shakespeare himself, and he began the tradition of “the red- 
hair’d Jew,” which endured until the January night, in the year 
before Waterloo, when Edmund Kean, to the horror of a Drury 
Lane dressing room, drew a black wig over his head and strode on 
to the stage before an almost empty house, to achieve an even greater 
triumph. .
